Detailed Action 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 01/23/08 has been entered. 

In response to the Final Office Action on 07/23/2007 applicants' filed a response 
received on 01/23/08. Said response amended claims 13, 14, 24 and added new claims 31-34. 
Thus, claims 13, 14, 24 and 31-34 are pending in the instant Office Action and are now under 
consideration. 

Objections and rejections not reiterated from previous action are hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 14, 33 and 34 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set

Please replace the claims with the marked-up set of claims provided by the applicants' 
representative Gary Tanigawa on 02/20/2008 and attached herein along with the action 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13, 14 and 31-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent 
search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests an isolated polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 2 or SEQ ID NO: 16 with pl,3-N-acetyl-D-glucosaminyltransferase activity. The 
closest prior art to SEQ ID NO: 2 or 16 of the instant application is Conklin et al, (US Patent 
No.: 6416988), discloses polynucleotides and encoding polypeptides having 99.8% sequence 
homology to SEQ ID NO: 2 and 16 of the instant invention. The polypeptides of the instant 
invention differ from the prior art wherein SEQ ID NO: 2 has an amino acid residue "S" at 
position 137 and SEQ ID NO: 16 has an amino acid residue "S" at position 112. The isolated 
polypeptides with SEQ ID NO: 2 or 16 of the instant application appears to be a natural single 
nucleotide polymorphism (SNP) of a gene encoding pi,3-N-acetyl-D-glucosaminyltransferase 
activity and therefore would not have been obvious to one skilled in the art to change/mutate the 
specific amino acid residues as reported for SEQ ID NO: 2 or 16.
